SPRINGER'S W AS. AMEND- 
Representative Springer, of Illinois, has 


proposed an amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States having for Ms purpose 


certain changes in the organization and terms 


of the Executive and Congressional branches 
of the Government. He proposes that the 
Constitution shall hereafter provide: 

1. That the President id Vice-President 
shall be elected for a term of six years each, 
the President being ineligible to reélection to 
the next succeeding term. 

2. That the Electoral College be abolished, 
and that the people of each State vote direct 
for President; that each State shall be enti- 
tied as now to.as many votes for -President 
as it has Senators and Representatives in 
Congress; that the popular vote in sach 
State for President be awarded to each can- 


.didate in the proportion that his vote shalt 


gear to the whole popular vote of the State. 

3. That Representatives in Congress shall 
de elected for the tarm ot three years instead 
of two years as now, and that a new Congress 
shall begin its duties on the Ist of January 
succeeding its election. 

These changes are all of a reformatory 
character. Each one - of them remedies a 
detéct in the present system, and takes from 
National politics much that is confusme, 
much that is perilous to the peace of the 
country, and much that is ‘directly inhar- 


4 monious and unjust. 


The extension of the Presidential term to 
six years has long been conceded to be de- 
manded by experience as wise in itself, and 
the non-eligibility of the President as his 
own successor admits of many wholesome 
and judicious reforms which are hardly pos- 
sible under the present arrangement. The 


President is now elected in November, takes 


his office in the March following, meets Con- 
gress in December, and nearly two years 
after his election witnesses the close of the 
first session ot that body. In the meantime 
he and his Cabinet have been busy reorganiz- 
ing the whole civil service in all the States 
of the Union, and. reorganizing it on the 
basis of party advantage and with a view to 
his own renomination and reélection, neces- 
sarily causing party disturbance putting 
himself in antagonism to all other candi- 
dates. From his entrance inte office until 


‘the meeting of the nominating convention 


three years Jater the President is administer- 
ing the Goverpmeng in the interest of his 
party, and of course manipulating that party 
in the in of his own reélection. To ex- 
tend his térm to six years without eligibility 
to re@lection will remove the President from 
personal and partisan alms and efforts. His 


sole ambition will then be fo make for him- 


self a National reputation as an able, eon- 


scientious, and‘upright President, and nat as 


a manipulator ot the grand partisan machine 
for his own benefit and advancement. The 
President will then be able to select a Cabi- 
net distinguished for the ability and capacity 
of its members, and not to surround himself 
with personal partigans capable as bosses of 
helping him towards a@ renomination and a 
reélection. Thus one of the greatest abuses 


of our political system will be entirely over- 
come. 5 


One of the inconsistencies of our present 


system is that of a National election every 


two years of Representatives in Congress, 
followed by a delay of the admission of 
these Representatives to active service until 
thirteen months after their election. Repre- 
séntatiyes thus elected have no time to be- 
come acquainted with even the forms of leg- 
isfation until they are called upon to pass be- 
fore their constituents ‘for renomination or 
election, Literally, their term is practically 
finished before they have been able to under- 
stand the mode of legislation, and they are 
éalled upon to explain their record before 
they have been able to make one. Mr. 
Springer’s proposition is to make this term 
three years, instead of two years as now, and 
to make it begjn on the ist of January fol- 
lowing the November in Which they are 
elected. Those electedin November of 1884, 
at the Presidential election, would under 
this system begin their term in January, 
1885, Instead of in December, 1885, as is tow 
provided. The new Congress would be in 
session when the President is, inaugurated, 


instead of meeting nine months later. as is 


now the law, and the Representatives then 
elected would have an opportunity to serve 
out in Congress their fuli term and make a 
full record before again appealing to their 
constituents for reélection, 

The desirability of this reform concerning 
the terms of the Presidential and Congres- 
signal representative offices is so obvious 
that there can hardly be any question con- 
cerning it. Mr. Springer, however, carries 
his reform much further, and in a direction 
where reform is most advisable. He pro- 
poses to abolish the Electoral College and to 
have the President voted for directly by the 
people. This in itself is desirable if it can 
be accomplished without disturbing unduly 
the traditions of the people. He does not 
propose to destroy the agency of the States 
in the election of the President. He pro- 
poses that each State shall have the same 
weight as now in the election of President, 
but that the vote of the peovle shall be as 
directly controlling in the election as possi- 
ble. Thus, when the popular vote of Lili- 
nois shall be 66,000 and the vote of the State 
for President shall be 22, that the candidate | 
receiving 860,000 popular votes shall re 
ceiye 12 votes for President, and the candi- 
date receiving 300,000 popular shall 
receive 10 votes for President. There is, 
however, another scheme to have 
these votes determined by popular elec-: 


tions in the Congressional districts, put

DEMOCRATIC CIVIL-SERVICE REFORMS, 
hollowness, and insineerity of osten-

From the above list it may be fairly con- 
cluded that the Southern Bourbons are either

the civil service that they are not willing to 
give the subject the time necessary for fts 
proper consideration, notwithstanding it is 
uppermost today in the political thoughts of 
the people.. Indeed, Brown, of Georgia, 
with a. frankness worthy of Flannigan of 
Texas, declared his confidence in the elec- 


tion of a Democratic President in 1884, and 


advised his political friends that it wonld be 
wiser to postpone any effort to guarantee the 
fitness of applicants or ahything like perma- 
nent tenure of office until after the Govern- 
ment patronago could be distributed among 
the Democrats. It does not seem to have oc-

The diseussion of civil-service reform has 
already gone far enough in Congress to 
demonstrate that itis only thé Republicans 
who are disposed to respond frankly and 
fully to the popular demend. In the House 
Mr. Kasson's bill has been modified by the 
Democratic influences in the committee-room 
in such a manner that it will require a fight 
in public debate to restore it to its. original 
scope and purpose. In the Senate, the only 
opposition which Mr. Pendleton’s bill has 
encountefed so far has come from the mem- 
bers of his own party. It will take onlya 


very few such experiences to couvinee the 


people that there is no genuine aspiration for 
reform among the Democrats. This fact, 


| however, should be ah additional induce- 


ment to the Republicans to urge forward the 
reform movement. Every obstacle tlie 
Democrats may throw in the way of its prog- 


ress will react to the disadvantage of their 


party, and they will not be able to defeat a 
determimed and steadfast effort to ‘regulate 
the civil servica, by business methods.

ELEVATED RAILWAYS NOT WANTED IN 
CA 


CHI 

The project for a system elevated rail- 
ways through the principal thoroughfares of 
Chicago has been revived, and a number of 
gentlemen of means and standing have pe- 
titioned the Council for right of way on the 
entire length of State street to the city lim- 
its, on Cottage Grove avenue and Archer 
avenue, on North Wells street, on West 
Madison street, Blue Island avenue, and, in 
fact, pretty much all the other streets now 
occupied by the horse or cable railways, and 
those regarded as most desirable for tra- 
versing the three divisions of the city. 

The public should organize its protest 
against any scheme of this kind with a 
promptness and emphasis that shell leave 
the Council in no doubt about the popular 
disapproval which unquestionably prevails. 
There is neither necessity nor demand for 
elevated railways in Chicago. They are 
ruinous to the st that are given up to 
them, and their adoption can only be justi- 
fied by the absence of other adequate facili- 
ties for intramural transit. Had New York 
been as well supplied with such facil- 
ities as Chicago is, the Eastern. metrop- 


/olis would never have been cursed with the 


noisy, dirty, stockjobbing concerns which 
have made many of its thoroughfares almost 
uninhabitable.. Experience has proved that 
the elevated railways accommodate the pub- 
lie only inthe case of long distances. The 
stations are necessarily several blocks apart, 
and there is no gain in time nor saving of 
exertion to take, an elevated road for the 
frequent and ordinary tours between differ- 
ent parts of the city. But Chicago has 
ample facilities for reaching the suburbs. 
Te Illinois Central Railroad: and the Mil- 
wankee Division of the Chicago & North- 
western Raliroad are running suburban 
trains constantly between the heart of the 
city and the suburbs along the south and 
north shores of the lake, The Michigan 
Southern, the Rock Isiand, the Burlmeton-& 
Quincey, other divisions of the Chicago & 


Northwestern, and ali the railroads centering 


in Chicago reach out in every direction and 
furnish better, safer, and swifter accom- 
modations for going between business and 
suburban homes than any elevated roads 
could provide. The shorter distances are 
fully covered by the street-railway lines, 
which show all the enterprise that is to be 
desired in the occupation of new streets. 
The construction of elevated roads along the 
line of streets already taken up by horse- 
railways would amount toa confiscation of 
those thoroughfares, and Chicago has no 
other streets to abandon to such use. 

The projectors of these elevated railway 
schemes must not forget that the Constitu- 
tion of IIlinois provides that private prop- 
erty shall not be taken or damaged for pub- 
lic use without just compen ” and that 
“such compensation, when not made by the 
State, shall be ascertained by a jury.“ Be- 
fore they make up their minds to take pos- 
session of a great thoroughfare like State 
street they will do well to figure up the cost, 
and satisfy themselves that they can afford to 
pay the enormous damages that would be 
assessed as a just compensation for the virt- 
ual destruction of the most valuable busi- 
ness property in Chicago’s future. Probably 
the full significance of this constitutional 
provision has not occurred to the gentlemen 
who are so eager. to supply Chicago with an 
elevated railway .system which Chicago 
doesn’t want. They may discover that their 
purses, long as they are; will not hold out to 
satisfy the oWners of the property which 
they propose to destroy. 

There is a pretense that the elevated roads 
under the control of the Chicago & Cook 
County Passenger Railway Company will be 
operated with electric motors. How much 


or how little that mode of operation would | 


mitigate the nuisance and abate the damage 
inseparable from elevated railways cannot 
now be determined; nor is that aspect of the 
matter important, since it is by no means 
certain as yet that electricity may be prac- 
tically utilized for running railroad trains. 
The professions made by the company in re- 
gard to electric motors will give the Council 
an excellent reason for refusing to consider 
the project at all at this time, for. the reply 
should be: “Show us yofr electric motor in 

good working shape as applied to railroads, 
and then we can decide whether the people 
of Chicago will tolerate the elevated rail- 
roads you propose to bulid.” Up to this time 


‘Chicago Has no other basis for making up a 


judgment on elevated railroads than that 
furnished by New York, and on this basis it 
is certain that the people will never consent 
to the sacrifice of any portion of the limited 
thoroughfares now left to them. 


A CONTEMPTIBLE CLVIL-SERVICE BILL.

Program of Today’s Exeréises. 
Today will mark an important epoch for the 
Chicago Board of Trade, it being the date fixed 
for the laying of the corner-stone of the new 


‘building. The arrangements are all perfected, 


and the weather will be the only doubtful factor. 
The exercises in themselves will be brief and 
simple, as the time of year forbids any elaborate 
display. The building itself is now well ad- 
vanced, and but a few turns of the wheels on the 
derrick will be required to swmg the stone into 
piace. The board will be adjourned at noon in 
the Chamber of Commerce, and a procession 
formed under charge of Gen. Joseph Stockton 
as Marshal, with I. P. Rumsey, P. P. Oldershaw, 
and J. W. Rumsey as assistants. The line will 
be headed by the band of the First Regiment 
and Company K of the same command, which 


tcomposed almost exclusively of employés o 


members of the Board of Trade. Some other mili- 
itia companies are expected to take part. Then 
will ogme the Presidents and ex- Presidents of the 
organization, city and county officiais, members 
of the board, and also members of the Produce 
and Stock Exchanges.

Description of the New Batiding. 
The building whose corner-stone is to be laid 


today is, as already stated, located on the block 


buunded by Pacitic avenue, Jackson, Van Bu- 
ren, and Sherman streets. It is to bea happy 
combination of utility and elaborate ornamen- 
tation, and, standing as it does at the foot of 
La Salle street, wil) be one of ‘the most 
notable sights in the. city. The site 
16 one of the most commanding in the city, 
fronting as it does on Jackson street, directly at 
the head of La Salle street. The style of archi- 
tecture is what is. popularly known as modern 
Gothic, liberaily treated to meet the grand pro- 
portions such a building requires. The design 
in the main is not for an exceedingly ortiate 
building, yet from its magnitude and the nec- 
essacy multitude of details there will be promi- 
nent, bold-relief figures and features which, 
when executed of granit and dispersed in the 
various parts of the building, will form one 
grand whole of harmonious, plain, and orna- 
mental surfaces, combined to produce the boid- 
est, picturesque building in this country, and 
so entirely unlike the ordinary style of such 
public buildings that the city will be proud of 
its having been built. ’ 


THE MAIN BUILDING. 

The design is for a building quite out of the 
beaten track in its general appearance. The 
main facade is on Jackson street, frontmg La 
Salle, and is crowned by a centre tower thirty- 
two feet front, projecting four feet from the 
main front wall of the building, and rising to a 
hight of 240 feet. This tower is reiieved in its 
various sections by offsets, belts, corbels, cor- 
nices, etc., and is topped out with angular lines 
to a lookout baicony 200 feet above the sidewalk, 
tapering intoa prominent pinnacie forty feet 
high, woich supports a fidgstaff thirty-five feet 
in night. The altitude from the street level to” 
the top of the pole is 300 feet. 

The mgt from the sidewalk to the top of the 
cornice is 8 feet. At the top of the tower is 

sed a statue of Meroury. The tower projects 
rom the main build a t Six feet, and the 
main entrance at its somewhat further. 
The entrance, or portico, is thirty-two feet wide 
and forty-six feet higb, supported by great 
granit colums ou each side. The corner~pavii- 
ions, flank the tower, are carried up some 
distance, and project about four feet from the 
main structure. 

The two front corners of the main or La Salle 
street front of the structure are finished with 

vilions twenty-two feet square, terminating 
u high roofs considerably above the main buiid- 

. The two sides of the structure are more 
plainly treated, but are very bold in their gen- 
eral subDivisions and various details. 

One of the 

MOST IMPOSING FEATURES 
ou the exterior will be nape ay d cut. panel balus- 
trdédes, surmounting the aides over the centre 
ot the main hali portion of the building, which 
will be fifty-six feet long and twenty-nine feet 
bigh, braced on each side with huge carved 
brackets resting against two large Griffin ur- 
ures. In the centre of this tablet there will be 
a group of nine mammoth statue figures, in dif- 
ferent attitudes, represeating trade and com- 
merce, with the various impiements of art and 
agriculture, all cut in void relief from solid 
granit. These will Adorn both the Pacific ave- 
nue end Sherman street fronts. There will be 
several other prominent statue figures cut in 
granit ia different parts of the building. 

The main or Board of Trade proper will 
occa py the whole width of the lot, 173 feet nine 
invhes in width by 160 feet deep, leaving ground 
173 feet nine inches by sixty-tive feet for the ad- 
joining office building. The floor surface of the 
4 trading hall is 23,000 feet. The ground 

oor will be only one step above the sidewalk, 
aud the main Board of Trade bali floor will be 
eighteen feet above the sidewalk. The grand 
entrance will be in front of La Salle street, 
through the centre tower. A large haliway 
and commodious vestibule are first p 
through, from which there are to be 
two commodious flights of grand and 
imposing granit stairways leading to the 
main bali floor. On each side street and 
from the court there will be simliar but less pre- 
tentious entrances, together with two commodi- 
ous flights of irons and fqur la eleva- 
tors leading to the top of the building. 0 
portion is to be ume stories high, or 150 feet 
ubove the sidewalk. The main hall portion of

The “motif” was iarge receipts of hogs, 
which soid at lower prices because the supply 
was greater than the wants ef packers. 
This fact weakened provisions. though 
there were good buying orders at the decline. 
The arrivais of hogs the past few days have 
been much larger than was generally expected 
by the trade. They have been sent in more be- 
cause of low freight rates than as a consequence 
of colder weather, country holders baving done 
their best to take advantage of the war among 
the railroads of the Northwest. It was remarked 
yesterday that if that war be really over the 
receipts of bogs will probably fall off and that 
expectation may have stimulated the sending 
of Hastern orders to buy product, though it 
did not diminish the number of sellers, who 
seemed to be mostly local men who had not 
“heard the news.“ There was a very good de- 
mand yesterday for green meats, but salted do 
were not in much request, and other spot prod- 
uct did not seem to be much wanted. 

Flour was in fair demand, including some 
wanted for export, and quoted steady, with only 
moderate offerings. The local trade was dull. 
Bran and middiings were in larger supply and 
easier. 

Wheat was dull and easier, declining e, and 
closing %@\c below the latest prices of Monday. 
Our receipts were somewhat larger, with small 
shipments, and the stock in store showed a 
moderate increase for last week, while the 
weakness in corn also tended to depress 
wheat.

Cu10aGo, Dec. 11.—Referring to your editorial 
beaded Board of Trade Commissions” in your 
issue of the 10th inst. I would say: If the tabor- 
ing man wishes to work for ten cents per cay it 
shis own business, but with the commission 
men it is different. They are intrusted with 


money belonging to the public—the laboring 
man isnot. Nothing will draw more trade to 
our city than as general knowledge throughout 
the country that the commission firms on our 
* Bdard of Trade have a sound financial stand- 
ing and are perfectly responsibie. To maintain 
a paying rate of commissions means elevat 
the standard of the Board of Trade,” an 
where there is contidence the trade will come > of 
a surety. 

To lower the rate means temporarily an ap- 
parently large business to a few houses (gener- 
ally young ones or those not financially strong), 
who imagine they can do the business for a 
smali commission, only to find out in time that 
in nine cases out of ten it ends in failure, shakes 
the confidence of the outside public in Chicago 
asa 12 and lowers the standing of the 
board. This — tends to transfer a part of 
the business done from strong to weak 
firms; the 2 as a rule strive to do a business 
beyond their means, are not content to work 
their way up by strict attention to business, and 
gain confidence by integrity, but resolve to 
“make aspoon or spoilahorn” at onee.

WORK OF THE ASSOCIATION. 

„This ie the third Nationai Convention held by 
the American Agricultural Association.

The second, last February, in the same city, was 
acknowledged to be the most valuable and in-

How much 
greater would be our losses after the plague was 
once among the populous herds of the corn- 
growing States and on our vast plains? Bur at 
the same ratio of loss as for three years iu Un- 
gland beginning in 1563, sbould © lung piague 
visit us, as we are daily threatened, and with 
nothing to protect us, our josses annually from 
this disease would approximate the vast sum of 
$180,000,000.

He thought they needed the timber, else they 
would not have used it, and believed in trustmg 
to scientists to supply fuel for the — ej ages 
by electricity or some @other method. He 
thought the pionegrs planted ten trees for 
every one they desffoyed. 

Mr. Perry, of Colorado, thought the forest fires 
were more?’ destructive to the forests than 
pioneers. He also briefly outlined a project 
now coming into extensive use of treasuripg the 
water coming dow from the mountains in large 
reservoirs. Trees would not grow on these arid 
piainas without irrigation, but if the reservoir 
system proved successful, as it was thought it 
would, it would be but a short time when this 
barren waste of prairie would blossom like a 
rose garden. 

President Sprague in a few complimentary 
words then int uced 
MR. GEORGE GREGGS, 

MISSIONER FOR THE 

LAND, 
who gave the interesting details of the latest 
agricultural project in Great Britain—the 
reclamation of a large tract belonging to bis 
Grace in Scotiand ata cost of $1,500,000. The 
land was largely incumbered with ston 
much so that it was impossible to trench iby 
manual lubor. Nearly 410.000 was expended in 
experiments, and the result was u steam ma- 
chine which not only dug the trenches, but tore 
the stones from their beds. The stones were 
then dragged off ia a pecullarly-construcied 
siedge and were utilized in building fences. The 
speaker described a number of the novel con- 
trivances used in the work upon tae Sutherland 
estate, and at his conclusion was loudly ap- 
piauded. 

Mr. Keall asked Mr. Greeg to relate something 
of dis experiments in 

STEAM PLOWING, 
but the gentleman suid that, as bis experience 
extended over a period of twenty-five years, it 
would_be wholly impossible for him to speak to 
any udvantage upon the topic. in che short time 
ullowed him. To epeak of tue rst fifteen years 
of his experience would be to speak of little 
success, but within the past few years experi- 
ments in steam plowing had been attended with 
great success, and there was no longer any rea- 
son to doubt the efficacy of steam for plowing. 

Mr. Chupman asked what would be the coset of 
such a diteher as he described in use upon the 
Sutberland estates, ana was answered £2,000. 

Another gentieman asked upongwhat sized 
tracts of ground steam niachines could be used 
to advantage. Mr. Gremg stated that in Scot- 
land steam cultivators were used with success 
On a8 Small as ten-acre tracts. 

Mr. Gouspur, of Arizona, made inquiry as to 
the utility of such a steam plowin dealing with 
roots and stumps, and was told that the plow 
deseribed would certainly work with success on 
such ground. The weight of the engines for 
such work should not be less than twenty tons 
when the water and coal were in them. 

Mr. Grinnell asked the expense of plowing 
land in the ordinary method, and was answered 
12 shillings, or about $3 per acre. Thereupon 
Mr. Grinuell asserted that the cost in this coun- 
try was 75 cents per acre, and asked Mr. Gregg 
if he thought there wus any chance to introduce 
steam piowing where manual plowing was so 
cheup. P 

Mr. Gréwg said he was not prepared to argue 
the advantages of steam  pilowi auywbhere 
where it couid be done for less than $1 per acre, 
but be insisted that steam plowing was in every 
way superior to the old mothod, and gave his 
reasons why. He concluded with the prophecy 
that within a very few years steam plows would 
be in extensive use all over the country. 

Mr. Wood. of Chicago, professed to be loaded 
to the muzzie with ideas about steam tillage. 
There were persons, be said, who bad faith in 
the utility of the English steam eo upon 
American farms, and be cited several ltocalities 
wbere ey bad been put into use. There was 
no doubt, however, that steam tillage greatly 
increased the product of the land, but the Ea- 
lish system, in which cables of wire were used 
from engines ou eacn side of the field, was in 
his opinion impracticable. What seemed to be 
wanted was atraveling locomotive power, and 
he described some of the experimeuts made in 
this direction during the last twenty-five years. 
The speaker expressed a hope that at the in- 
tended exhibit next year some attention would 
be wiven to the most recent inveutions in steam 
larining apparatus.

There were supposed to be in the United 
States 9,000,000 sheep, about as many cattie, 
aud one-half as many horses. Ia two-thirds of 
the couutry the great proportion of these api- 
mals require to be fed from three to five months 
each year. thus cunsumtus not less than 90,000,- 
000 of tons of hay, worth on the average $15 per 
ton. Herecentiy tried the experiment of put- 
ting up large quantities of hay in Northern 
lowa, and, though not successful at first, be 
thought be now suw a clear way to make the 
busivess profitable, and would cut next year not 
less than from 2,000 to 3.000 tons of hay, and had 
already perfected arrangements for shippme 
large consigninents to this city and points far- 
ther cast. 

In reply to questions Mr. Redhead said the 
cost of the hay in stock was $2 to $2.50 a ton, aml 
the profit was from 81 to $3 a ton. it could be 
put down in Chicago for $10. The prairie bay 
was far superior to tame hay for horses. 

A gentieman said the wild hay in Colorado was 
the nest feed raised in the country. 

Anotner from Nepgaska said the prairie grass 
there was rich in evérything that made bone, 
far, and muscle. 

Mr. Grinnell said the field must be set orf fire 
to bur the weeds, if rich grass was wanted— 
grass oue ton of which was worth two tons of 
timothy or clover. f 

Mr. Pierson hoped the association would not 
put itself on record as saying that wild grass was 
better thaa good old timothy. 

Judge Kinney indorsed the native grasses— 
the biue joint and blue stem. There was not a 
“heavy” horse in Nebraska unless brought 
from tne East, while in the timothy country one 
at in ten was more or less troubled with his 
wind. 

Mr. Curtis, of Syracuse, stated that in New 
York farmers generally were finding timothy an 
expensive crop. It was easily Kill in winter, 
and grew sparsely. They were now using or- 
chard grass, biue grass, and red-top mixed with 
the native grasses of the meadow, and they 
found it much preferable to the timothy so long 
adhered to.

[Applause] If 
the resolution were p convention 
wouid be dissolved and the organization broken 
up. He moved to lay it on the table. 

Mr. Stevenson, of lowe. said the question was 
not a political but an economic one, ia which all 
were interested. 

The Chair said the usual course was to refer 
ali resolutions to the committee. 

Mr. Fuller, of Michigan, said be badn't come to 
the convention to vote on such a resolution. 

The motion to lay on the table was lost—ayes 
6, noes 12—a great many not voting. 

Mr. Grinnell, in discussmg the paper, said he 
was opposed to taking the tax off whisky and 
tobacco, since they were not pecessaries of life.

After induiging for a 
time in a desultory talk about transportation, 
he expressed his belief in the improvement of 
the waterways of the country; in the improve- 
ment of the Mississippi River, Cecause it could be 
improved and made a great channel of commerce, 
and not simply because it was a river, nor be- 
cause it washed the shores of ten or a dozen 
States; and in favor of the improvement and 
extension.of the waterways east and west. The 
enon of waterways was not to be over- 
estimated. The Erie Canal, little insignificant 
ditch asit appeared to be, was said to control 
freights to a greater or less extent from 
Canada to Mobile, and all present knew, 
or Ought to know, bow that little canal con- 
trolled the five great railroads between Chicago 
and the seaboard. He hoped to see the associa- 
tion take some action on the subject, and was 
unfortunate enougu in his remarks to iveur a 
reproof from the President, who said he thought 
the speaker had misapprehended the objects of 
the association, which were agricultural in the 
most positive degree. Mr. Alien replied good- 
naturediy, but with considerable vigor of 
expression, that that was his way of look- 
ing. at agricultural interests, and that, 
although he was only a farmer, he had con- 
tended all his life for National waterways, and 
he was not yet prepared to give up the fignt.

Another Suit by the Mowry Meirs to 
Gain Possession of a Large Amount 
of Beal Kestate in Pittsburg.

Quit, alleged daughter of William Mowry by an 

Indiana wife, whom it is stated he married in 

Michigan, for possession of property iu this city 

belonging to the Mowry estate valued at several 

millions of dollars.

ears. The men are stalwart specimens, and show 
the effects of civilization by having allowed 
their whiskers to grow. One of the witnesses. a 
woman, is very pleasant-looking and stylishly 
attiredina black costume, her hat trimmed 
with handgome ostrich-tips, and round her neck 
is a fine silk scarf. All the Indians are from the 
vicinity of Saginaw City, Mich. A jury was se- 
cured and the case was opened.

A Day Entirely Devoted to Argu- 
ments by the Counsel. 


The State’ s-A ttorney’ 5 
Greater Part of Mr. Trude's 
Rejoinder ’ j 


Yesterday morning being set for the com- 


mencement of arguments in the Sturla murder 


trial, an unusnally jarge number of persons 
presented themselves at the lower stairway of 


the Criminal Court Building an hour before it 


was time for court to open, and sought admit- 
tance. The rule regarding the closing of the 
galleries was not rescinded, and accordingly the 
majority of applicants for admittance were 
necessarily refused. There were a great many 
ladies in the audience when court was opened. 
and all sitting and standmg room was 
well crowded when the jury and the defendant 
entered the room. The prisoner was looking 
somewhat better than the day previous at the 
outset, but it was not long after the arguments 
were begun until her face wore a sad appear- 
ance, which iacreased to a painful look. She 
controlled nerseif pretty well, but on one or two 
occasions, while Mr. Trude was¢eferring to inci- 
dents in her life while she was associated with 
Stiles, she shed tears quite copiously, and at one 
time there were very promising indications of 
au approaching scene, but it did not occur, and 
the beaving of her breast and sobs being seen 
and beard by caly afew she did not attract un- 
usual attention. 

Soon after 10 o'clock court was formally 
opened, and

Let the law take its course, if I swing for 
it.“ Mr. Millethen gave the jury the statutory 
provisions regarding murder and mausiaughter, 
and made the formal statement that the de- 
fendant was charged in the indictment with 
having deliberately taken the life of a human 
being. He then read from Wharton on bomi- 
cide respecting selt- defense, in which vccurs the 
statement that where a man goes to a conflict 
armed and takes a lite be cannot set up 
plea of self-defense. 

At 15 years of age Theresa Sturla was a pros- 
titute in Baltimore, where she met with Charles 
Stiles, who was a visitor at che house where she 
lived, For years after * lived together in an 
open state of fornication, in a manner that was 
constantly a menace to society. Their relations

mistress, as lover and woman, they reaped the 
fruits of such abnormal and unholy relauons.

He then br‘ etiy stated the circum- 
stances of the murder, beginning at the roud- 
house where she was left by ‘Stiles, and asked 
the jury if it was not clearly a case ot murder. 
Was there any in‘ication of insanity in what 
the woman said and did during that night and 
wornine? He thought not.

Why had Stiles 
beep pursued by the woman with a pistol re- 
ferfed to by the State’s-Attorney? When Stiles 
met her in the baliway and knocked her down as 
she attempted to greet bim with a kiss, she 
merely weptand gurgied through the blood to 
those who told her to resist, Never mind.” But 
when brutality and indignity were heaped upou 
ber so high that she could no longer bear them, 
she secured a pistol, not for the purpose of tak- 


ing his life, but to frighten him from her house 


—to vrotect herself. By the testimony of Mrs. 
Robinson, Stiles was a gambier. and a drunkard 
before the woman met him. His habits in life 
had been fixed, and the woman had no influence 
upon bim for evil.
